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DURRO  went  to  press  shortly 
^ after  the  defeat  suffered 
at  the  hands  of  Pittsburg.  That 
we  encountered  a wonderful  ma- 
chine in  that  remarkable  game  is 
i,ot  to  be  disputed;  Warner 
brought  one  of  the  smoothest 
working  football  teams  to  Tay- 
lor Field  that  has  ever  been 
seen  there.  The  game  was 
clean  and  no  alibis  will  be  offered 
by  Lehigh  men.  Yet  we  feel 
that  our  exhibition  was  by  no 
means  a disgrace  and  that  Pitts- 
burg encountered  as  strong  a 
foe  as  any  she  had  met  up  to 
that  time  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  Syracuse.  The  Lehigh 
team  showed  to  the  sporting 
world  that  was  represented  in 
the  press  box  that  day,  that  it 
was  not  a paper  team,  and  that 
she  had  deserved  the  compliments 
she  had  received  from  the  mouths 


of  her  friends. 

What  Lehigh  will  do  during 
the  remainder  of  the  season  is 
still  to  be  seen.  But  she  has 
shown  beyond  all  shadow  of  a 
doubt  that  her  team  has  advanced 
from  the  position  of  a small 
college  team,  and  that  in  the 
future  she  is  to  be  classed  among 
those  leaders  of  the  football 
world  to  whom  the  critics  assign 
the  honors.  Two  big  games  re- 
main on  the  schedule,  Penn 
State  and  Lafayette,  and  should 
the  team  be  successful  in  each 
of  those  contests,  she  should  cer- 
tainly be  classed  among  the  lead- 
ers. The  Pitt  game  was  so  even 
for  fifty  minutes  of  play  that  it 
would  have  been  hard  to  give 
more  credit  to  the  westerners 
than  to  our  own  men,  and  it  was 
only  by  a wonderful  spurt  that 
her  backs  could  get  away  in  the 
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waning  minutes  of  the  game. 

The  big  part  of  the  season 
still  remains,  even  at  the  time 
that  BURRO  appears  to  the 
student  body,  for  no  matter 
what  we  do  before  the  22nd  of 
November,  there  is  only  one  way 
that  the  sun  will  set  peaceably 
that  afternoon,  n nth  Lehigh  in 
the  lead. 


C PEAKING  of  the  football 
^ team,  we  are  again  up  to 
a point  where  we  were  four  years 
ago.  At  that  time,  Lehigh’s 
football  team  had  defeated  La- 
fayette three  years  in  succession. 
Our  friends  down  the  river  sur- 
prised us  in  1915,  when  they 
came  up  on  Taylor  Field  and  de- 
feated us  by  a score  of  35-6,  at 
a time,  when  we  felt  we  had  one 
of  the  strongest  teams  in  our 


history. 

But  Lehigh  recovered  quickly. 
In  the  years  1916,  1917  and  1918 
they  have  beaten  Lafayette  quite 
decisively,  and  in  those  three 
years,  a Lafayette  man  has  never 
crossed  our  goal  line.  There  is 
no  need  for  overconfidence,  that 
is  what  our  trouble  may  have 
been  in  1915.  But  we  are  up  to 
the  point  again  of  making  it  four 
straight.  Let's  pull  strong  for 
the  team  to  put  it  across,  so  that 
we  can  all  give  Lafayette  the 
little  laugh  on  November  22. 


A ND  still  on  the  subject  of 
football,  we  feel  that  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  say  a few 
words  about  the  spirit  of  Lehigh 
men  who  saw  that  game  with 
Pittsburg. 

Many  times  have  we  heard  of 
the  spirit  that  was  shown  by  the 
old  Lehigh  men,  how  they  took 
defeats  with  their  victories  in 
that  same  spirit  which  refused 
to  be  downed  in  the  end.  We 
realized  that  things  had  slacken- 
ed during  the  war,  that  most  of 
the  spirit  had  disappeared.  But 
we  recall  from  a previous  editor- 
ial, that  we  said  that  spirit  was 
only  lying  dormant  and  that  it 
was  not  dead ; that  it  was  only 
a question  of  time  until  it  would 
come  back. 

And  it  did. 

Spirit  in  a man,  in  an  institu- 
tion, in  a nation  is  probably  bet- 
ter exhibited  in  defeat  than  it  is 
in  victory,  and  that  it  was  shown 
after  Davies  scored  in  the  Pitt 
game  is  beyond  the  question  of  a 
doubt.  As  one  man,  the  crowd 
in  the  cheering  sections  of  the 
Lehigh  stands  rose  and  fought 
behind  that  team  until  the  whistle 
blew,  and  even  then  it  refused 
to  be  silenced,  for  in  a pouring 
rain,  the  college  body  moved  to 
the  field  house  for  a long  ses- 
sion of  cheers  for  the  team. 

It  was  a spirit  that  was  com- 
mented upon  by  the  visitors  who 
were  with  us,  it  received  men- 
tion in  most  of  the  leading  papers 
the  following  day,  and  on  that 


day  Lehigfh  proved  she  was 
game.  That  is  the  spirit  that  is  go- 
ing to  beat  Lafayette  and  make 
it  four  straight. 


THE  committee  in  charge  of  the 
fund  for  the  Alumni  Mem- 
orial campaign  has  placed  a pro- 
position before  the  student  body 
which  has  been  referred  to  in 
couege  meetings  at  two  different 
times.  Although  this  building  is 
being  given  primarily  by  the  al- 
umni as  a memorial  for  those  Le- 
high men  who  offered  their  ser- 
vices to  their  country'  and  es- 
pecially for  those  wTho  died  dur- 
ing the  war,  it  has  been  thought 
by  some,  that  the  undergraduate 
body'  who  at  some  time  will  be 
alumni  would  like  to  share  in 
this  work. 

No  campaign  will  be  conduct- 
ed, but  anyr  man  w'ho  feels  that 
he  would  like  to  contribute  to  this 
cause,  can  arrange  to  do  so  by 
seeing  Walter  R.  Okeson  in  his 
office  in  Drown  Hall.  Payments 
can  be  arranged  so  that  the  first 
payment  will  be  made  after  a 
man’s  graduation  from  college, 
so  that  he  may  reckon  upon  his 
income  at  that  time.  It  is  a 
worthy'  cause  and  BURRO  feels 
that  no  man  will  make  a mistake 
if  he  decides  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  project. 


'"THE  inter  fraternity  council 
which  was  formed  during 
the  closing  months  last  year  has 
been  organized  completely,  the 
standing  committees  have  been 
appointed  and  the  decks  are  clear- 
ed for  action.  Already',  the  com- 
ittee  in  charge  has  arranged  an 
attractive  bowling  schedule  for 
the  different  fraternities  for  the 
coming  winter  evenings  and  a 
basketball  schedule  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  formulation.  This  should 
prove  the  first  step  tow'ards  the 
bringing  together  of  the  frater- 
nities at  Lehigh  in  their  relations 
one  toward  the  other.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  social  committee  plans 
to  furnish  some  arrangements 


by  which  inter  fraternity  dancing, 
which  has  proved  an  asset  to 
the  fraternities  at  other  colleges, 
may  become  a reality  and  things 
should  move  well  along  these 
lines. 

BURRO  fondly  hopes  that  in 
the  rirst  year  of  its  existance 
this  council  may  accomplish  a 
great  deal.  But  we  feel  that  the 
main  purpose  of  the  council 
should  not  be  forgotten.  When  it 
wras  formed,  a compromise  was 
reached  in  regard  to  the  imposit- 
ion of  rushing  agreements  on  the 
different  houses,  due  to  the  fact 
that  last  spring  many  of  the  frat- 
ernities w'ere  in  a weakened  con- 
dition as  a result  of  the  loss  of 
men  during  the  w'ar.  It  was 
agreed  that  nothing  should  be 
said  regarding  this  matter  until 
after  the  first  of  April,  1920.  No 
action,  in  other  words,  could  be 
started  in  the  council  until  that 
time. 

But  there  is  nothing  to  pre- 
vent any  of  us  from  thinking  of 
w'hat  systems  might  be  feasible, 
when  the  time  comes  for  a rush- 
ing system  to  be  proposed  and  ac- 
cepted. There  will  be  many  dif- 
ferent ideas,  there  will  be  many 
complaints  over  some  of  the  sug- 
gestions that  will  be  offered, 
but  it  is  up  to  the  men  to  select, 
not  perhaps  an  entire  system  as 
it  is  offered  by  one  man,  but  one 
which  will  combine  the  whole- 
some ideas  of  all  the  suggestions. 
Any  plan  that  will  be  accepted 
may  not  be  entirely  approved  by- 
all,  but  the  fraternities  must  re- 
member the  great  gain  that  will 
be  eventually  effected  for  them 
and  must  be  willing  to  give  up 
some  of  their  beliefs  and  rights 
for  the  benefit  of  all.  Then  and 
then  only'  will  fraternity  life 
be  able  to  thrive  as  it  has  in  other 
colleges.  Lehigh  is  unquestion- 
ably behind  the  times  on  this 
question  of  inter-fraternity  agree- 
ments and  it  is  up  to  her  to 
see  the  signs  of  the  times  and 
fall  in  line  with  her  sister  colleges 
and  universities.
